Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file is objectionable because it exploits the nudity of a child to a high degree. 

The file presents a sexualised image of a pre-pubescent girl who is posed for the camera in a 
skimpy top and g-string briefs that expose her buttocks. Because the pose is contrived to display 
the young girl's near-naked, youthful body, the image is reasonably capable of being regarded as 
sexual in nature. Its likely source as an internet image increases the probability that the child's 
nudity has been exploited with sexual intent. No alternative context that would allow a non- 
sexual reading is apparent. 

The classification interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, the decision is reasonable, justified and in accordance with the 
law. It is consistent with Parliament's intention in the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 that publications which exploit the nudity of children to a high degree will 
be banned.
